October of the same year he moved to' 
Lincoln, forming a partnership with 
Mr. Talbot.

Mr. Bryan's first case as a lawyer

Bryan, and 
that while he was an eloquent speak- 
er and would be boneflttcd as a law- 
yer by the nomination yet he had no 
more chance of clec tion than he had 
to be proclaimed the Czar of all the 
Rnssias. 


The campaign v.as taken up in 


earnest, a plot was laid to "everlast- 
ingly wipe out" the young lawyer, 
and the trick was to be played in 
Omaha.

God Save the Commonwealth! 


THE GAZETTE, FRIDAY, OCTOBER 23, 


WHEREAS, BY THE TENTH Sec- 
tion of an Act of the General As- 
sembly of the 
Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, entitled "An Act to 
amend the 10th Section of an Act 
entitled, 'An Act to regulate the nom- 
ination and election of public officers, 
requiring certain expenses incident 
thereto to be paid by the several 
counties, and punishing certain offen- 
ses in regard to such election,' " ap- 
proved the 26th day of June, A. D. 
1895, it is provided as follows: 


Section 10—It shall be the duty of 
the Sheriff of every county, at least 
ten days before any general election 
to be held therein, except borough 
and township elections, to give notice 
of the same by advertisements in at 
least three newspapers, if there be 
so many published in the county, two 
of said newspapers representing so 
far as practicable the political party 
which at the preceding November 
election cast the largest number of 
votes and the other one of said 
newspapers representing so far as 
practicable the political party which 
at the preceding November election 
cast the next largest number of 
votes, and in addition thereto the 
Sheriff of every county shall, at 
least ten days before any general 
election to be held in cities of the 
first, second and third classes, give 
notice of the same by proclamation 
posted up in the most conspicuous 
places in every election district in 
said cities of the first, second and 
third class and in every such adver- 
tisement or proclamation, 


I. 
Enumerate the officers to be 
elected and give a list of all the nom- 
inations made as provided in this 
act and to be voted for in such coun- 
ty, and the full text of all constitu- 
tional amendments submitted to a 
vote of the people, but the proclama- 
tion posted in each election district 
need not contain,the names of any 
candidates but those to be voted for 
in such district. 
II. 
Designate the place at which 
the election is to be held. 


III. 
He shall give notice that 


•every person, excepting justices of 
the peace, who shall hold any office 
or appointment of profit or trust un- 
der the government of the United 
States, or of this State, or of- any 
city or incorporated district, whether 
a commissioned officer or otherwise, 
a. subordinate officer or agent who is 
•or, shall be employed under the Leg- 
islative, Executive or Judiciary De- 
partment of this State or of the Uni- 
ted States, or of any city or incorpo- 
rated district; and also that every 
member of Congress and of the State 
Legislature, and of the select or com- 
mon council of any city, or commis- 
sioners of any incorporated district, 
is by law, incapable of holding or 
exercising at the same time the of- 
fice or appointment of judge, inspec- 
tor or clerk of any election of this 
commonwealth, -and that no inspec- 
tor, judge or other officer of any 
such election shall be eligible to any 
office to be then voted for except 
that of an election officer.

adherents and made a speech which 
many claim to be his masterpiece. He 
challenged the convention to put it- 
self on record as to its true position 
oa the gold standard. 


C. W. Thompson, a Washington 


correspondent, described Mr. Bryan, 


- upon his entering the- convention 


hall, thus: 


"Down 
the 
aisle 
"came Bryan, 


white-faced and ghastly, breathing 
with difficulty, his brow covered with 
sweat. 
On his sick bed he had heard 


the news, had seen this last chance to 
turn defeat to victory, had disobeyed 
his physicians, had thrown up his 
plans for a journey in search of rest, 
and had come with difficulty into the 
hali to make his last fight. 


"He took the stand upon the plat- 


form and there, still single handed, 
fought all night long his desperate 
battle. 
Defeated at one point he 


turned to another; again and again 
ne all but won. Those standing near 
him could see with what an effort he 
spoke, how the perspiration started 
from his brow at every movement; 
yet _e was thoroughly master of him- 
self as at any time in his life. 
He 


never lost his ready courtesy, his 
good humor, nis thorough self-con- 
trol." 


In the year 1902, Mr. Bryan made 


a brief visit to Europe and visited 
ana studied tue governments, institu- 
tions and laws of the Old World, and 
in 1905 made a second trip. 
This 


time he visited many of the Asiatic 
ana European countries, including 
Japan, Hawaii, Korea, China, Philip- 
pines, Java, India, Burmah, the Holy 
Land, Turkey, Hungary and Russia. 
In the latter place he visited the "In- 
tellectual Giant of Russia," Count 
Leo Tolstoy, and besides this visit he 
made quite a few others to the nobil- 
ity of the east. He returned home by 
way of New YorK City, landing there 
August 
29, 1906. The 
elaborate 


preparations to receive him were not 
even surpassed by those made for the 
return of President Grant from his 
trip around the world or for the ar- 
rival of Admiral Dewey from 
the 


Philippines. 
No energy 
had been 


spared to complete the arrangements 
and everything was in readiness. As 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, on the incoming 
liner, Princess Irene, entered the har- 
bor, Mayor Dahlman of Omaha and a 
number of enthusiastic admirers of 
Bryan, sailed out into the harbor to 
meet them and ran their tug up 
alongside the Princess Irene; cheer 
after cheer went up from the Nebras- 
kans while Bryan and his family 
looked out over the rail at the pleas- 
ing spectacle below. 
"We are, we 


are, we are, we are the Nebraska 
boys" rang out over the water, while 
Bryan, with eyes filled with tears of 
gratitude, made a leap from his ves- 
sel and landed on the deck of the tug 
among his friends. 
Mrs, Bryan was 


assisted to the tug in a few minutes, 
where congratulations, handshaking 
and good cheer abounded between 
tne Bryans and "The Home Folks." 
At this time Mr. Bryan made an ad- 
dress in Madison Square Garden be-

larger than any he had ever address- 
ed.

doubtedly an ideal one, as between 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, William Jen- 
nings, Jr., and daughter Grace, a con- 
tinued festival reigns. 
This home, 


which is beautifully situated almost 
two miles from the suburbs of Lin- 
coln, is reached by trolley which runs 
within three hundred yards of the 
Bryan home. The ride from Lincoln 
to Fairview is magnificent, beautiful 
homes being found all along the way. 


A visitor, when about a half mile 


out of the city limits, sees the pala- 
tial home df Bryan looming up in the 
distance. 
It is situated on an elevat- 


ed site, the land on all sides sloping 
away from it. A vineyard containing 
the choicest fruit lies on the southern 
slope from the house. Trees, which 
are kept well trimmed and which 
cannot be surpassed for symmetry, 
surround the house. 'Their farm con- 
tains one hundred and fifty acres and 
produces line crops. 


-Entering the Bryan home one is 


met by his characteristic broad smile 
and hearty band shake, and it is cer- 
tainly a rare privilege to be shown 
through this home. In his magnifi- 
cent library are found all kinds of 
valuable boons and.curios. Works of 
the finest art from at home and 
abroad, presented to Mr. Bryan by 
his friends, are found here. 
Images 


of heathen worship, implements of 
warfare from foreign countries, and 
tapestries of great intrinsic value 
make the things of interest here. 


Here are found works by all the 


great authors, statuary and famous 
paintings, including his cwn and Mrs 


for the first time appeared in uni- 
form, and when his friends compli- 
mented him upon his youthful ap- 
pearance he smilingly replied that he 
did not look half so boyish as he felt. 
On July 18 he left for Florida and 
went into camp. He was not in ac- 
tive service during the war, and the 
day the Treaty of Peace was signed 
he telegraphed his resignation as Col- 
onel of the Third Regiment to Presi- 
dent McKinley.

With a courtesy 
that conquers, with a fairness and 
candor that dispels opposition, and 
with an earnestness and honesty that 
is all powerful, he has succeeded in 
placing and keeping himself before 
the public eye-—unstained and unpol- 
luted in his private conduct, or by po- 
litical debauchery. 


For the last twelve years no man 


in private or public life, except the 
President -himself, has been so much 
talked of as William Jennings Bryan 
Tried and tested by public criticism 
he .has _always .maintained himself 
with dignity. As an orator, it must 
be admitted he has no superior. As 
a thiuker and debater, he has always 
been ready to meet his opponent in 
open discussion either by tongue or 
pen. 


As an affable Christian gentleman 


he has been to the .rising generation 
an ideal worthy of emulation. In the 
midst of party defeat he has always 
found some star of hope and cheer- 
fully followed on. In all his private 
relations with his fellowman and in 
his public utterances, he has reflected 
that deep religious nature which has 
characterized so many great men 
Mr. Bryan says that during his col- 
lege days he passed through an age 
of doubt in his religious experiences 
but after examining the subject he 
said he was willing to base his belief 
in immortality upon the teachings of 
Christ

is, and this he readily realizes and 
admits jvhen he speaks in praise of 


Bryan is a 
his nobie wife. Mrs. 
woman endowed with 
intcl- 
lectual powers and a capacity for 
hard work. During Mr. Bryan's term 
in Congress, while preparing for his 
fight on money questions, she assisted 
him in examining all European and 
American authorities on the question 
of finance, and has ever since been 
counsel and advisor in all his affairs. 


It must not bo forgotten that Mr. 


Bryan has a war record. If not one 
of actual fighting he, at least, showed 
his willingness to serve his country 
in tne war with Spain.

like a royal guest, to this tenement 
of clay? No. I am as sure that there 
is another life as I am that I live to- 
da3'." 
Thus we see his strong and 


abiding belief in immortality, not as 
one who blindly accepts a theory or 
doctrine, but as one who bases the 
reason for the faith within him upon 
a ioundation as strong as that of the 
rationalist and as secure and hopeful 
as that of the Christian. 


It may well be said of Mr. Bryan 


that in his public and private life he 
has exemplified the great principle of 
truth, and as a fit climax to whatever 
may be said of his reverence for this 
great principle, a few lines of that 
great scholar, Sir William Jones, and 
with which Mr. Bryan closes his great 
lecture on "The Prince of Peace" 
may be given here and might as truly 
represent the thought of Mr. Bryan 
as the author himself: 
"Before thy mystic altar, heavenly 
truth, 


I kneel in manhood, as I knelt in 
youth; 


Thus lot me kneel, til this dull form 
decay, 


And life's last shade bo brightened by 
the, ray."
